DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed July 16, 2003 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "gear made entirely 
of plastic" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). More clearly, the 
cross-hatching in Figures 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, and 9 must indicate a plastic material. No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 3, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Amended claim 1 recites "a plurality of blades are formed so as to extend 
inclinely toward said back surface from said diametrical ribs" (lines 9-10) and "an 
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end of each blade on said back surface side is located on an extension of a 
corresponding diametrical rib" (lines 11-12). The limitations are confusing 
because the first recited limitation appears to define the blades as extending from 
the diametrical rib located on the front surface and the second recited limitation 
appears to define the blades extending from the diametrical rib located on the 
back side surface. It is unclear if the blades contact the ribs on the front or back 
surface. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1-6, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mabuchi et al. (US Patent 4,022,074). 

Mabuchi et al. discloses a molded gear having teeth formed around an outer 
periphery, a hub, a web, radially extending rib portions, and blades, wherein an end of 
each blade is formed on the extension of a corresponding diametrical rib at a position 
on a side surface of the gear. The method limitation of forming the gear "by injection 
molding" has been given little weight in an apparatus claim.

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicants arguments filed July 16, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The prior art to Mabuchi et al., as applied to the arguments, clearly 
illustrates each and every limitation of the claims, including the limitations defining the 
gear being formed entirely of plastic and the end of the blade on the side surface of the 
gear is located on an extension of a corresponding rib that is formed on the surface side 
and extends towards the back side of the gear. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Note the cooling blades illustrated by Chertoff (733) and Freier, 
Jr. ('684). 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
